Fight Students 


Of Two Cities 


F R A N K F U R T , Germany 
(AP) — Police battled leftist 
demonstrators 
in 
the 
streets 
around the Axel Springer pub­ 
lishing plants in Frankfurt and 
Munich Monday night as thou­ 
sands of students tried to pre­ 
vent 
distribution 
of 
today’s 
newspapers. 
More than 150 demonstrators 
were arrested as student rioting 
spread to West Germany. Thirty 
demonstrators 
were 
reported 
seriously injured. 
West Berlin was free of stu­ 
dent violence Monday for the 
first time since the attempted 
assassination there last Thurs­ 
day of Rudi Dutschke. 28-year- 
old leader of the Socialist Stu­ 
dent Federation, or SDS. But 
more than 2,000 West Berlin stu­ 
dents held a nonviolent demon­ 
stration under the watchful eyes 
of police with water cannon. 
Dutschke, 
hospitalized 
with 
three bullet wounds, was report­ 
ed out of immediate danger. A 
house painter accused of shoot­ 
ing him, 23-year-old Josef Bach- 
mann, was wounded by the po­ 
lice who captured him and was 
reported in good condition at the 
same hospital. 
Springer, the biggest newspa­ 
per and magazine publisher in 
continental 
Europe, 
has 
long 
been a target of leftist students 
because of his conservative edi­ 
torial policy. The SDS claims at­ 
tacks im the Springer papers on 
Germany’s 
dissatisfied 
leftist 
students were an indirect incite­ 
ment to the attack on Dutschke. 
A casualty of Monday’s fight 
at the Springer plant in Munich 
was Associated Press photogra­ 
pher Klaus Frings. He was in 
serious 
condition 
after 
being 
struck on the head by a stone 
during the fighting. 
Four other persons were seri­ 
ously injured and more than IOO 
arrested in Munich. Police said 
they found an incendiary device 
in a courtyard of the printing 
plant. 
The battle in Frankfurt was 
Joined after police moved from 
behind barbed wire barricades 
and tried to convoy about a doz­ 
en delivery trucks through a 
crowd of 5.000 blockading the 
printing plant.

Cigarettes 50c, 
Florida Puffers 
Roll Their Own 


TAMPA, Fla. (AP) — Florida 
smokers, 
gasping 
over 
new 
prices of up to 50 cents for a 
[jack of cigarettes, are on a 
roll-your-own kick. 
Thrifty 
smokers 
have 
be­ 
sieged tobacco shops by the 
thousands in search of roll- 
your-own gadgets ranging in 
price from 75 cents to $6.95. 
With the machine, and a little 
skill, a 10-cent pack of tobacco 
and papers produces 50 ciga­ 
rettes or more. 
Many storeowners reported al­ 
most immediate sellouts of the 
machines shortly after April I, 
when the state cigarette tax was 
boosted from eight to 15 cents a 
pack. 
At the state Capitol, officials 
don't seem worried that the 
gadgets will thwart the legisla­ 
ture’s plans to raise $50.5 mil­ 
lion for education with the new 
tax on cigarettes. 
“It might take six months or 
so for things to get back to nor­ 
mal,” says John H. Kirgan, fis­ 
cal officer of the State Beverage 
Department. He says the roll- 
your-own fad will subside in 
time.

A U.S. spokesman suggested 
the North Vietnamese may be 
moving more antiaircraft guns 
south to counter the increase in 
American bombing of the pan­ 
handle since President Johnson 
banned raids farther north. 
The two planes shot down 
were Air Force F105s and both 
were hit near Dong Hoi, about 
40 miles north of the demilitar­ 
ized zone.

WASHINGTON (AP) — De­ 
spite its complex tax comput­ 
ers, the Internal Revenue Serv­ 
ice still relies on tipsters to 
catch some of America’s tax 
cheats. 
But the number of rewards 
for supplying usable informa­ 
tion is on the wane. 
Now that Monday’s income 
tax deadline is past, IRS can ex­ 
pect a flood of mail claiming 
that 
one 
person 
or 
another 
cheated on his tax return. 
Officials 
said 
they 
receive 
about 100.000 tips each year 
from persons looking for re­ 
wards. 
seeking vengence, dis­ 
gruntled with their employer— 
or simply patriotic. 
The number who actually col­ 
lect a reward is relatively small 
—624 for the last complete fiscal 
year—and is expected to get 
smaller. Two years before, 792 
persons got rewards.

There are mysteries within 
the mystery: Galt left the Bir­ 
mingham boarding house last 
Oct. 7. saying he had a ship job 
in Mobile, Ala. but in Decem­ 
ber, he turned in the keys to his 
safety deposit box at the Bir­ 
mingham Trust National Rank.

WASHINGTON (AP) — West­ 
ern space experts believe the 
latest linkup of two Russian sat­ 
ellites has provided the Soviets 
with 
technical 
knowledge 
to 
move forward with two pro­ 
grams; to send men to the moon 
and to build a manned space 
station for military purposes. 
The next step, expected soon, 
should be space dockings involv­ 
ing manned ships—a feat ac­ 
complished by America’s Gemi­ 
ni astronauts as early as March 
1966. 
It is believed the Soyuz I 
flight last April was to have 
been the first Soviet space link­ 
up. But the plans were upset 


cessitating the launching of 188. 
The latter achieved an orbit just 
15 miles behind its space part­ 
ner. 
The Russians said Monday’s 
flight involved “refinement of 
new systems,” which could indi­ 
cate improved radar. 
Gemini pilots, who achieved 
more than a dozen dockings on 
four flights, often started out 
several hundred miles behind 
their Agena target satellites and 
in different orbits, using sophis­ 
ticated radar systems to pursue 
their prey.

Eigthy-one fires were report­ 
ed 
in 
the 
Upper 
Peninsula 
state protection area for the 
week ending April 13, burning 
1.480 acres, the Conservation 
Department reports. 
Twenty-four fires were re­ 
ported from the Baraga dis­ 
trict, 2 0 from the Crystal Falls 
district, and 25 from the Es­ 
canaba district (which is com­ 
prised of Delta, M arquette and 
west one-half of Alger Coun­ 
ties) burning 1,127.7 acres. To 
date they have had forty-five 
burning 1,166.4 acres. 
Twelve fires were reported 
from the Newberry district. A 
total of 154 fires have burned 
1.480 acres in the Upper Pen­ 
insula to date. Last year * at 
this time there had been nine 
fires burning 16.5 acres.

Clean Food Bill 
The men who work for the public in Hie sanitation 
services are asking support for House Bill ‘2899. 
We are not in good position to comment on this bill 
because we have not had opportunity to confer with 
food industry people about it. But we’d guess that their 
reaction would be approval from the businessmen who 
have made an investment in sanitary facilities for food 
preparation and service, and opposition from those who 
are in the business marginally, just hanging on and not 
making much money and 
complaining that now the 
government proposes to increase their problems by 
tightening up further on inspection of food services. 
The original bill was not introduced at the request 
of the Michigan Department of Public Health but it 
strongly recommends its passage. 
* 
* 
* 
The bill would assign responsibility for consumer 
protection through food service sanitation to a single 
agency at the state level. The sanitation and health 
standards for all food service establishments and vend­ 
ing machines would be those of the U. S. Public Health 
Service. (Several Michigan cities already have adopted 
these standards.) 
The National Restaurant Association and the Na­ 
tional Automatic Merchandising Association played ac­ 
tive roles in developing the proposed codes and are 
urging their adoption by the states and local communi­ 
ties. 
At the present time local health department sani­ 
tarians in Michigan are using staff time that costs 
more than $1 million a year in regulating food service 
establishments and the sanitarians’ programs aren't 
uniform nor coordinated. These local programs would 
be incorporated into a state plan with uniform stand­ 
ards under the proposal.

Tourists and other visitors to Michigan would be 
assured by the proposed legislation that any food es­ 
tablishment which they visited would have had ade­ 
quate inspection. The responsibility for investigating 
foodborne diseases associated with food service estal> 
lishments would be assigned to local health departments 
and the State Department of Public Health. The dupli­ 
cation which can occur now between the Department of 
Agriculture and local health departments would be 
eliminated. 
There would be license fees, of course; inspection 
always has them as a hag on its back. 
In our already over-regulated life the service would 
be one more regulation. But it would be a good one. Ac­ 
tually it would replace an existing program with some 
deficiencies of coordination and clear assignment of re­ 
sponsibilities.

Its aim would be to: 
1. Protect food against infection by imposing sani­ 
tary standards to reduce to a minimum the opportunity 
for microorganisms to gain entrance to food and to mul­ 
tiply in it, causing communicable disease and foodborne 
illness. 
2. Insure the wholesomeness of food, which means, 
free from any substances hurtful to the health of the 
consumer. This refers to harmful chemical additives, 
pesticides, drugs, etc. 
3. Meet consumer expectations of appealing atmos­ 
phere as well as safe foods. Esthetic considerations play 
an important part in a food sanitation program. 
The people who know most about the difficulties 
of providing wholesome, safe food in public places sug­ 
gest this legislation for the public’s protection. Adop­ 
tion is recommended.
